Stereotype Image 


Thus we had a majority of the 
people in the South, both rural 
and urban, who accepted, without 
question, the stereotype image of | 
Negro citizens who were happy | 
and content with the way things 
were and did not desire any'| 
change. Now and then the more 
curious would ask a maid, cook 
or yard mgp about these things 
and would receive comforting as- 
surances that it was, indeed, 
true . . . the Negro was happy 
and contented. 

That it was against human na- 
ture, and therefore preposterous, 
that anybody of whatever color 
would be satisfied with discrimi- 
nation, often grievous, in every 
phase of their lives, did not seem | 
to occur to those who found this 
stereotype comforting and reas- 
suring. 

Meanwhile, Christianity, history, 
the New Deal, world events and 
a series of court decisions led) 
inevitably to what has been called 
the ‘‘judicial statesmanship of the 
Supreme Court.’”’ And we now 
are at the point where in both 
North and South extremists and 
the more vocal partisans have 
taken positions from which they 
cannot now retreat. Not only 
have the persons of moderation 
been muted, but the moderate, 
deliberate-speed decision of the 
court itself is increasingly less 
heard. 


Legal Position 


In so far as Mr. 
legal position is concerned, it is 
impeccable. But in so far as his) 
sound premise of knowing the 
Negro is concerned, there is nec- 
essary yet another step. It is to 
know the deep South, as 
Marshall surely must do, however 
little he may be able to use such 
knowledge in a legal brief. Hence, 
the motives of a suit filed on the 
eve of a legislative session against 
a city school board impotent to 
act in that the state controls, can- 
not but to some seem mysteriously 
ill-advised. 

But if this be beside the purely 
Jegal point, as it is, it still can- 
not be argued that ‘‘deliberate 
speed” in North Carolina and 
Tennessee, for example, is delib- | 
erate speed in Mississippi, Geor- 
gia, South Carolina or Alabama. 
And, unhappily, for all concerned, 
the law alone isn’t presently 
enough. No thoughtful person 
would accuse the NAACP of being 
a subversive organization merely 
because it sought to implement 
a court decision. It is not. So 
stern a foe of communism as 


Marshall's | 


judgment may well be questioned. 

The desegregation of schools is 
a major revolution in many states, 
including some outside the South. 
No revolution is attained without 
varying degrees of resistance. 
What Mr. Marshall must know but 
cannot publicly ‘‘discover’’ is that 
this revolution has been tossed 
into the laps of school boards al- 
ready heavily, almost hopelessly, 
burdened with inadequate funds, 
lack of teachers and grievously 
overcrowded classrooms. Cer- 
tainly more federal aid is here 
indicated. Many have no auton- 
omy whatever, full control being 
in the hands of the state.

Roads Seen

If Gov. Griffin’s $50 million 
rural roads proposal passes, Geor- 
gia will have a $14,284,000 repair 
bill every five to 10 years. 

The $14,284,000 is the minimum 
estimated cost that counties must 
bear in maintaining and resurfac- 
ing the additional 3,571 miles of 
Rural Roads Authority projects 
that will be added if the $50,000,000 
bill is passed, according to figures 
given by Authority engineers. 

And. this money must come 
from the counties, under contracts 
made with the authority, 

WHO KNOWS? 

According to Rural Roads Au- 
thority figures, $28,500,000 already 
is committed for repair of rural 
roads. 

Gov. Griffin has said the $50.- 
000,000 will build 2,500 miles of 
rural roads. According to his fig- 
ures, the upkeep costs would be 
about $10,000,000. 

How often the repair bill will 
come depends upon whom you 
ask. Both Rural Roads Author- 
ity and State Highway Depart- 
ment engineers expressed un- 
awareness when questioned. 

John W. Wade, Rural Roads 
Authority engineer, said Monday 
he couldn’t say how often the 
average rural road must be re- 
surfaced. He referred a reporter 
to J. O. Bacon, State Highway 
| Department’ maintenance engi- 
neer. 

HOPE FOR 10 YEARS 


Bacon said he had no idea how 
often a rural road would need 
resurfacing. “See Mr. Wade,” he 
advised. Bacon admitted the high- 
way department has similar roads 
in its system but said he had no 
figures on the amount of main- 
tenance that is needed .

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House Has Chance 


To ‘Hold the Line’ 


Yesterday Gov. Griffin called on the 
General Assembly to “hold the line” on 
spending. Typically, the governor and his 
administration at the same time were ex- 
erting great efforts to persuade the House 
of Representatives to do just the opposite 
with the rural roads bill. 


The State of Georgia cannot afford at 
this time to add another 80-million-dollar 
bonded indebtedness for roads under au- 
thority financing. It cannot afford to 
underwrite the cost of political ambitions 
of a governor who obviously wants to 
maintain his hold on the state. 


Looking at the financial facts and 
figures and leaving out all political con- 
siderations, the General Assembly can 
come to only one conclusion. In all of 
the arguments pro and con, no one has 
come up with any plan whereby the 
state can find another five million dollars 
annually for the next 16 years without 
endangering the present road-building 
program or raising taxes. 

In other words, the money is not in 
sight to amortize the debt. There is ample 
justification for criticisms of the governor 
for claiming otherwise. No one can forget 
the campaign of 1954 when he made many 
promises, including vastly expanded 
services without tax increases. The serv- 
ices were expanded but so were taxes at 
a rate. of more than 70 million dollars a 
year. 

‘It has been established rather conclu- 
sively, we think, that road building un- 
der the bonded debt method has proved 
more expensive and that fewer rural 
roads have been built in the last three 
years than under the old method. 

House members must decide whether 
to vote for more debts and unnecessary 
spending at a time when state revenue Is 
declining. They must decide whether they 
will further burden the taxpayers with 
a bill for a huge political slush fund 
which would endanger our schools and 
other essential services.

It can help the governor for once, 
at least, to “hold the line” on spending.

Are Harmful to Mexico 


The problem of the instant divorce is 
not distinctively American. 

Mexico is worried about its responsi- 
bility in the matter. 

An outstanding Mexican lawyer, 
speaking at a lawyers conference, said the 
fact an American can go into Mexico and 
get a quickie divorce does his country no 
good at all. 

Six Mexican states out of 29 have 
quickie divorce laws. Mexico has a fed- 
eral law prohibiting such rapid severance. 
These six states are accused of violating 
the federal injunction. 

Being able to wed in haste and divorce 
in haste, whether in Rossville, Ga., Reno 
Nev., or the state of Chihuahua does 
nothing at all for the sanctity of the home 
and the preservation of the family. 

The law should see to it that the proc- 
ess of getting either tied or untied is more 
deliberate.

Robert Ralph Young, 60, died Satur- 
day of a self-inflicted shotgun blast in 
the billiard room of one of three luxuri- 
ous residences he maintained. And one 
is thereby moved to philosophic wonder 
and comment. 

It was but a few brief years ago that 
Mr. Young was something of a colossus in 
the public mind ...a wrestler with rail- 
roads and the great financial interests of 
the East. The public did not know him 
personally. or, for that matter, have any 
physical image of the man. 

But he attained a considerable popu- 
larity telling us that a hog could cross 
the continent without changing trains; 
badgering the railroads for not making 
passengers comfortable; shaking his fist 
at the legendary House of Morgan and 
beating it in a proxy fight. 

Here was, we thought, a champion. 

And now we read that he was a 
small; soft-talking man with perhaps a 
complex about his size. His triumph 
turned to ashes in his hands. And so on 
this fateful morning he ate a good 
breakfast, went to the billiard room of 
his Palm Beach mansion and sat down in 
a chair. After a while he got a shotgun, 
put both barrels to his head and some- 
how pulled the trigger. 

The man and the image died there, 
alone and inarticulate. 

It moves one to inexplicable sadness 
that a human being should be so reduced.

University’s Birthday, 
Ike’s Aid Plea Coincide 


It was a pleasant coincidence that on 
the day the University of Georgia cele- 
brated the 173rd anniversary of the ap- 
proval of its charter, the President of the 
United States sent a special message to 
the Congress urging aid to education. 

The University of Georgia knows all 
about aid—and lack of it. During the 
first 100 years of its existence, the state 
provided it with an average of less than 
$1,000 a year. 

The university has made a magnifi- 
cent contribution to the life of the state. 
The potential is there for a continuing, en- 
larging contribution. 

The university is more important than 
roads or bridges. It must, as it is doing 
through its magnificent departments of 
art and music, do more and more in pro- 
ducing a graduate who has a creative 
mind, able to contend with this complex 
and disturbed world. 

So in saluting the university, we sa- 
lute, too, the President. True, his bill is 
inadequate. It does little more than pro- 
vide scholarships. But in this time of 
great expense, of huge budgets and the 
possibility of deficit spending, he knew 
anything more would be politically im- 
possible. 

This bill, if passed, would set aside 
$1,600,000,000 for a four-year period. It 
is aimed at providing university scholar- 
ships, 10,000 of them annually, with em- 
phasis on mathematics and science. 

We can see, by the light of the Sput- 
nik moons, that the need is for more 
education—not less. And there should be 
in us enough will to remain true to that 
vision.

Legislature Is in Need 
Of Fact-Finding Agency 


DeKalb Rep. James Mackay’s resolu- 
tion requesting that a study be made of 
legislative fact-finding agencies operat- 
ing in other states is a step toward meet- 
ing a long-time need in Georgia govern- 
ment. 

Some 34 states now have such agen- 
cies and they generally are regarded by 
experts as representing an_ efficient, 
streamlined and economical means of pro- 
viding the spadework for the lawmakers. 

The plan has several advantages. A 
permanent staff is available to dig up 
facts for individual legislators, many of 
whom do not have the necessary time to 
devote to such tasks. 

A very important function of these 
research units is to conduct studies of 
continuing problems which could include 
such matters as traffic safety, treatment 
of the mentally ill, education, etc. 

Contigaity on specific undertakings, 
which tg &mpossible now because of the 
one-term limitations on all members of 
the Senate except two, is another ad- 
vantage the agency plan has over the 
present arrangement of interim commit- 
tees from the Legislature doing the work. 

Also, Rep. Mackay said the cost of 
such a setup would be less than that of 
the pay drawn by the committees. Cer- 
tainly the economy angle, plus the effi- 
ciency to be derived, should appeal to 
the majority of the General Assembly 
sufficiently to outweigh the protests of 
a few who can be expected to yelp at the 
idea of losing some pay as members of 
interim committees. Many of those who 
serve on them actually do so at a sacri- 
fice to their own business interests. 

Altogether the proposed agency set- 
up offers a decided improvement over the 
present system. The study of its opera- 
tions in other states should be author- 
ized at the present session and findings 
presented to the 1959 Legislature.

Gen. Marcos Perez Jimenez ordered 
every newspaper within his reach to print 
a front-page’ editorial denouncing the 
revolt. 

Publishers were given a choice— 
print the editorial or go to jail. Two who 
refused to print, went. 

Editors of four papers agreed to sus- 
pend publication until the two publishers 
were released and until Senor Jimenez 
withdrew a similar order to all columnists. 

Thus, it is evident that to Jimenez, 
press freedom in Venezuela means: “When 


I want your opinion, Mr. -Editor, I'll 


tell you what to say.”

"08 Will Test Statesmanship 
Of U.S. Business and Labor 


What’s ahead for the U. S. economy in 1958? President William 
Bynum of the Carrier Corp. has made a significant report to the 
62nd Congress of American Industry of the National Assn. of Manu- 
facturers on the results of a survey among its 18,000 members. Almost 


one-fourth replied. 

Some of the questions were ad- 
dressed to what the members are 
best qualified to judge—the future 
prospects of their own particular 
businesses. The results are strik- 
ing: 

Sales just as good or better 
than 1957 are expected by 81 per 
cent of those answering. 

One-third expect their profits to 
go down. Only one in five expects 
a rise in profits. 

What all this adds up to is very 
simple. A much tighter squeeze 
on profit margins. 

This is a storm warning for 
America. Our whole free enter- 
prise system is based on the prof- 
it system. When profits: dwindle 
or disappear the whole economy 
is in danger. 

What this situation is going to 
create, before very long, is a test 
of the leaders of American labor. 
The test will determine whether 
they are labor statesmen or labor 
demagogues. 

An economy whose profit mar- 
gins are diminishing cannot 
stand new increases in wages 
which do not result in genuine 
gains in man-hour _ productivty. 

The time has come for a 
breathing spell in these annual 
wage demands by big unions— 
demands which, because of the 
vast power of huge unions, be- 
come in effect shotgun bargain- 
ing. 

The temper of the country and 
of Congress toward unions is 
changing. No enlightened person 
wants to smash unions. That day 
is gone and must never return.

Let 
business and labor provide states- 
manship. One thing is sure—the 
American people will not allow 
this beloved country to become a 
second-class nation.

seeking to retrieve the initiative. 

One is to keep the door open to 
diplomatic exchange with Moscow 
so the Soviets will know we are 
responsive to discussion at any 
time. 

The other is to change the im- 
pression which the United States 
has made upon so much of the 
world that we are really against 
negotiation, have been more in- 
tent upon finding objections to 
negotiation than upon finding 
ways to resume. 

This is not a fair picture of 
the American position but it pre- 
vails widely, Eisenhower is aware, 
and it will take more than words 
to correct it.

C. D. Hardeman, head of the Po- 
lice Recruit Training School, will 
conduct the tests. 

Under the plan, which was 
worked out after a three-month 
study of promotion methods in 
police departments over the coun- 
try, the initial written examina- 
tion will count 40; additional spe- 
cialized training 10; participation 
in civic affairs such as Scout | 
work and church work, 10, and an | 
oral interview, 40. 

MUST SCORE 24 

Those who score 24 or more on 
the initial written test will be per- | 
mitted to continue in competition, 
Brown explained. He said the) 
questions will be based upon| 
practical law enforcement work | 
and any efficient policeman | 
should be able to pass. 

Two other persons, probably | 
persons from outside the Police | 
Department, will be asked to sit 
in on the oral interviews, Brown 
said. He added the board will 
go into every phase of an officer’s 
record, the efficiency rating given 


by his supervisor, his absentee 
record and his achievement 
record 

In the event of a tie in the 
final rating. Brown said the sen- 
ior man would be given prefer- 
ence. 


FILL VACANCIES | 

Jenkins said those given top | 
ratings would be moved to fill |

Accidental carbon monoxide | 
poisoning is common during the | 
winter when the doors and win- | 
dows are closed and heaters of all | 
types are in use. Natural gas has | 
reduced the hazards considerably, | 
but the problem is a long way 
from being solved.

Carbon monoxide is released 
into the air whenever too little | 
oxygen prevents the carbon com- | 
ponents in gas or other fuel from 
being consumed by the flame. 
This occurs when the burners are | 
crusty or faulty or the gas units | 
operate in a confined space that 
lacks air. 

Coke, coal and charcoal stoves 
may generate enough carbon 
monoxide to cause fatal as- 
phyxiation. 

Deaths have been reported of 
intoxicated or elderly persons 
who turned on a gas fixture but 
forgot to light it. Other fatalities 
were traced to a pot or pan that 
boiled over, extinguishing the | 
flame; the hose that brings gas 
to the stove may be disconnected 
or loosened; or the individual 
has fallen asleep with the gas 
slove burning and a draft blows 
out the flame. 

In some, the gas was turned olf 
by the company, putting out the 
flame, and then turned on again 
and not lighted. Safety devices 
are present in the modern gas 
furnace to prevent this from hap- | 
pening. 

The exhaust from gasoline mo- 
tors contains approximately 7 per 
cent carbon monoxide. It is well | 
known that this makes the car a 
lethal weapon when it stands in 
a closed garage with the motor 
running. But many individuals 
tinker with their car in cold 
weather with the garage doors 
closed and the engine going. 

Morever, carbon monoxide 
from the exhaust may enter the 
outside of the car from a defec- 
tive pipe. As a result, it is un- 
wise to drive any distance with 
the windows closed. 

Whenever the car is overhauled, 
ask the mechanic to check the 
muffler and* exhaust system. 
Leakage affects mental reactions 
and muscle coordination and could 
cause acidents or death.

He heaved it 
high into the air and the wildest basketball celebra- 
tion in Georgia Tech history was under way. 

They were rocking and rolling in Alex Hall and singing the 
blues in the Blue Grass. Three Kentucky boys and three comrades 
had made home seem very far away for Baron Adolph Rupp. 

Rupp, who had scowled and wig- 
gled on the bench, hastily shook hands 
with Whack Hyder and walked hur- 
riedly to the Wildcat dressing quar- 
ters.

I met Max Wilde when he stepped off the 
_plane. With his ten-gallon Stetson and rainbowed 
— he rolled toward the entrance of the air 
terminal like he was forking a 
line of barrels and didn’t aim to 
touch a one. He grinned when 
he saw me, the same wide, easy 
grin I’ve gotten a dozen times 
when I missed a shot at game, 
or dodged the gyrations of a 
cow pony that was acting like 
he had a cockle-burr under his 
tail. 

The old cowhand’s home is in 
the Wyoming wilds, at the end 
i. Oe e of the road, 50 miles west of 

Charles Elliott Cody. His Lazy Bar F Ranch 
sprawls along the South Fork River, and even at 
6,000 feet elevation it lies between two tremen- 
dous mountain ranges, which rise thousands of 
feet more above the valley. From his corral you 
can look up Deer Creek Canyon, a jagged gash 
hacked out of the mountainside. 

Max and I are old friends. Bob Woodruff in- 
troduced us the year Ralph McGill and I were 
in Wyoming with him and Miss Nell. Since then, 
for 15 years, I’ve hunted with Max almost every 
season at the headwaters of the Thorofare and 


Yellowstone rivers, one of the finest big game 


countries left in the Western states. 
fished icy streams in canyons so remote that 


I’m sure the fish had never seen a man. The 
trout were huge and hungry and we'd bring out 
only enough for our needs in camp. 


Some of my finest hours in big game country 
have been spent with the old guide. There are 
not many square miles in that mililon acres of 
big game range that we haven't covered by sad- 
dle or afoot. Max has slogged over it most of his 
life, from as far back as the days of Buffalo Bill, 
with whom he worked, and later as a trapper, 
when he covered the country on snowshoes, with 
the white stuff ten feet deep under him.

For instance, the 
Epic album ‘Lester Lanin and 
His Orchestra’ was prepared 
during the Monte Carlo Ball in 
New York, when Prince Rainier 
III and Grace Kelly made their 
first public appearance after 
announcing their engagement. 
The prince was guest of honor 
5 the ball, and the music was 

to suit hig preferences. 
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The result is light and lively, 
replete with standards that nev- 
er grow old. 

‘“‘Lester Lanin at the Tiffany 
Ball”’ is another “live’’ record- 
ing, bringing into the average 


home the music as it was

The demand for Lanin’s serv- 
ices is fiercely competitive.

The way they told me about it, the Cotton Cotillion Feb. 7 
is going to be a mighty elegant to-do. 

The Maid of Cotton, Atlanta’s Jean Carter, will reign in splen- 
dor and there will be dinner and then a fashion show, whipped 
up by the famous designer, Oleg Cassini, and a ball afterwards. 
(Looking back, that sounds like Mr. Cassini is going to whip up 
the meal, too. I don’t believe that’s true. Just the clothes, I think, 
but at $25 a person if they have lamb chops, I certainly hope Mr. 
Cassini will design those ruffled britches they wear!) 


The $25 per person was what impressed me when I heard about 
the ball. It’s a heap of money to pay for an evening’s entertain- 
ment but, of course, that’s not really what it’s buying. The en- 
tertainment and the decorations are being contributed. 

Most of the $25 per person is going to the new Henrietta 
Egleston Hospital, which throws a new light entirely on the gala 
evening. 


The people who spend $25 to eat and dance and admire the 
fashions at the Cherokee Town and Country Club are really in 
a class with the man who brought a load of fresh roasting ears 
to the little old hospital on Forrest road not so long ago. 


‘He brought 250 dozen ears of corn,’”’ said Mrs. Clare Louise 
Beall, the hospital’s well-known and loved social worker. ‘Of 
course, we couldn’t use that much corn but we were glad to get 
it. He wanted to help us and he was giving what he had.” 


People who go to the Cotton Cotillion will be going because 
they want to help Egleston and in the price of the ticket they will 
be giving what they have. 


Egleston is a unique little hospital. It was founded by a man 
who had neither wife nor children and it operates in a comfort- 
able, uninstitutionalized fashion without many rules and regula- 
tions. The old building, the one which was built in 1927 and 
which will be vacated as soon as the new $2,000,000 Egleston near 
Emory is ready for occupancy, is a little shabby, frequently over- 
crowded, but you hear laughter and singing in the halls. There’s 
a vegetable garden out back (a project launched many years 
ago by Mrs. Laurie Webster) and charming flower gardens, planned 
and kept by the garden clubs. 


It’s neither a charity hospital, nor a private hospital—but a 
little of both. Millionaires send their children there. The great 
numbers of middle-income people send their children to Egleston 
and so do vast numbers of people without a dime to pay for hos- 
pital care. Each pays what he can and if it’s a load of roasting 
ears, a load of watermelons or, as sometimes happens, some fresh 
yard eggs and a couple of chickens, Egleston gladly takes it. 

The point is Egleston is the only hospital specializing in dis- 
eases of children in this area. It treats practically everything that 
can be wrong with a child—except the contagious childhood stand- 
bys like measles, mumps and chickenpox—and some things that 
are not treated elsewhere such as nephrosis, the terrible kidney 
ailment. In recognizes no geographic boundaries and children are 
sent in from rural areas throughout the Southeast. (In order not 
to duplicate services offeyggd at Grady, Egleston takes, charity 
patients trom the Fulton and DeKalb area only in rare cases.) 


At the time Thomas Egleston decided to leave his money to 
build a pediatrics hospital in memory of his mother, Henrietta, 
patient care could be had for $6 to $8 a day. Now the cost is 
nearer $26 a day. So Egleston is really very dependent on the 
efforts of the group of young women who make up its auxiliary. 
This Cotton Cotillion is their project to raise funds for the new 
building and when you think how many people are contributing 
to make it a success, $25 is a right moderate sum.

Many of my patients are businesswomen: 
some of them are successful; most of them are 
unmarried. Many of them are bitter because 
success seems empty without a man. 

The best piece of advice I can think of to give 
is this: She has to face up to herself and her life. 
She’s got to stop expecting life to be fair. Life 
isn’t meant to be that way at all. 

Life doesn’t owe her a handsome adoring hus- 
Oand and two beautiful children full of bright say- 
ings—life owes her nothing. She has to reorgan- 
ize her thinking so that she can be grateful for 
the good things that happen to her and work her 
way through the bad things without a sense of 
defeat. 

This is the bitter, desperate adjustment that 
the single woman has to make. Nothing will 
again be as painful as the moment she realizes 
that she will live all her life alone; no moment 
will ever hurt so much. Once this is past she 
can begin to sort out her existence on the sound 
and sane basis of ‘This is how it is going to be,”’ 
rather than the treacherous, doomed ‘This is 
what might happen tomorrow.”’ 

The first move is to stop being selfish and 
self-centered. A woman who feels unwanted is 
bound to get into trouble; she’s looking for it. 

The next step is to build a home of her own 
that is a sanctuary, not just a place to hang her 
beret. Just as the married woman, she must 
learn to be a good housekeeper, a tasteful interior 
decorator, an imaginative cook. 

It is very hard, in the beginnifhg, to be alone. 
It’s a good idea to start a music collection to 
help fill the emptiness and a better idea to find 
a group activity, such as a business girls’ club 
or a badminton club, where an unescorted girl 
doesn’t feel out of place. 

The unmarried girl is wise to plan her off- 
duty pleasure with groups to which she herself 
naturally belongs—badminton and tennis, skiing 
weekends, church groups, creative arts — and 
make new friends, both male and female. She 
must never cling to her old friends who have 
married and of necessity have formed other en- 
tertainment routines which include husbands. As 
her friends marry, her relationship with them 
must continue in the area that is unchanged by 
the marriage—luncheons, shopping trips, wom- 
en's club activities. Otherwise, the married wom-

This takes care of the surface details of the 
single woman’s existence. We come now to the 
difficult and complex area of her biology. Some 
women have met this problem with the ingenious 
hallucination that it doesn’t exist. They keep a 
tidy brain. ‘You aren’t married,” they remind 
themselves, “‘so you don’t even think about such 
things.”” They withdraw and become gray shad- 
ows, living gray-shadow lives that are utter 
wastes. 

From the day she is born until she dies a 
woman must live with her gender. Woman is 
equipped with a reproductive system which, even 
if she never uses it, dominates her fiber. Any 
pretense that this force does not exist is as bi- 
zarre and illogical as pretending there is no 
atom bomb. 


The sex drive of the normal woman is capable 
of giving her great radiance. It’s the force with- 
in her that makes her gentle with children; it’s a 
power that can knock the cover off a golf ball 
or take her straight down an almost perpendicu- 
lar ski trail; it’s part of the passion she feels 
when an animal is mistreated; it’s in the under- 
standing she can give another human being who 
is desperately lonely. 


It can also make her the most miserable of 
women. A single woman’s first protection is to 
appreciate that her sex drive is natural and nor- 
mal. She then has to safeguard herself with a 
standard of conduct that may seem quaint and 
archaic. Her best defense is to have no confi- 
dence at all in her ability to say nay at the ap- 
propriate moment and to avoid situations where 


of prevention too in order to lessen the shatter- 
ing effect of desire. 

If. walking in the darkness makes a woman 
ache inside, then she should stick to daylight for 
her strolls. Tchaikovsky wrote some mood music 
for two—and despair music for one.

The single woman must also avoid involve- 
ment in casual dates. “Sleeping around,’ as cas- 
ual love-making is known in the vernacular, is 
destructive for a woman.

A woman gets no real 
fulfillment in such flippant attachments; she is 
degraded and her spirit suffers terrible damage. 

At some point in a woman’s life she will fall 
in love, and that love will be married. That’s 
how fate always seems to set it up. She will be 
faced with the decision to withdraw or to have 
an affair. 

An affair is a relationship that doesn’t fit into 
any pattern that our society accepts. It is fur- 
tive and without the stamp of approval every 
woman fervently wants from her friends. She 
loses caste and has a sense of sickness in her 
soul. Yet if a woman understands the sacrifice 
that will be demanded of her and is deeply in 


love, I cannot in any sincerity condemn the - 


relationship. If tarnish can be avoided, and dis- 
illusionment and doubt, she will have a brief love 
to cherish and remember all her life. Such a 
love must be held gently and relinquished, when 
the time comes, without tears. 

I can’t assure any woman that the desire for 
physical love is a light whim of the moment that 
will pass painlessly; it’s a deep and terrible 
torment that can be met only by exhausting 
physical activity, by plunging into a professional 
challenge that is almost too big to handle, by 
volunteering for some demanding charitable 
work. 

The human needs that a woman cannot do 
without don’t include passion at all. They are af- 
fection, a sense of achievement, status, and se- 
curity. These four are the permanent necessi- 
ties; the need for sex is a transient longing. The 
body can withstand a lack of physical love; the 
spirit can’t withstand a lack of affection, achieve- 
ment, status, or security.
